siderable extent. Also the first cow | 
to attract attention and to have her 
blood so widely spread that it is more 
fully distributed than that of any 
other animal was De Kol 2d; and she 
was nearly white. No good. breeder 
should encourage this popularity of 
light colored animals or should pass 
by an equally good individual because 
of darkness in color. The principle 
should be that a good Holstein-Fries- 
ion is always of a good color, whether 
the animal be light or dark or about 
evenly marked. I have no special

preference for any predominating 
color, but consider the dark animal 
well marked with white, so that if the 
skin were spread out it would show 
about equal proportions, as most at- 
tractive. 

In my own herd the best producers 
showed more of black than of white, 
and the case is the same with the 
great producers of the breed. I have 
never noticed any difference in vigor 
or hardiness; though some claim that 
the light colored animals stand expos- 
ure to the sun better. I think that

this may be a reasonable claim; but 
a good Holstein-Friesian breeder 
should not have pastures entirely un- 
shaded. 








I certainly do believe that 
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| any fad that will restrict the market 


is detrimental to the best interests 
of a breed. As you know, my official 
aosition precludes ownership of pure 
bred Holstein-Friesians. I would 
place a dark colored bull at the head 
of my herd, provided he showed the 
white Holstein-Friesian points, just 
as quickly as I would a light colored 
cull; always provided his individuali- 
ty and breeding were what I wanted. 

Our breeders tell me that they are 
able te dispose of light colored ani- 
mals more readily than those of dark- 
er color; but not being in business I 
do not know whether there is any 
change in this sentiment going on. 
Dark tulls at the head of the best 
herds will as certainly do for the 
white fad what the placing of light 
20lored bulls at the head of the best 
‘erds did for the dark color. My 
best sire was Sir Ormsby Hengerveld 
De Kol, sire of Pietertje Maid Orms- 
by and other large producers, and he

but I like the dark cattle the best. 
All our big record cows are black or 
nearly so, and I think the dark cat- 
tle stand more cold and do better. 
I think the cause more from the 
farmer, as dark bulls .on commen 
cows will get mostly black calves and 
light bulls will mark one-half blood 
calves better. I used a black bull 
last year and got some black calves. 
They are good ones and sell all right, 
in fact better than the light ones. 
There are too many pink noses in the

It has been said that facts are 
stubborn things. The above data, 
representing the opinions of Ameri- 
ca’s foremost breeders cannot be 
gainsaid. To my mind it shows con- 
clusively that the following facts are 
true: 

1. That present discrimination in 
favor of light animals has no fcunda- 
tion except in fad or fancy; 

2. Other things keing eoral. the 
matter of color should not affect the 
market of an animal. 


3. In general the real personal 
preference of the breeders of America 
is for animals evenly marked or dark- 
er. 


4. In spite of the present craze for 
light colored animals and the conse- 
auent effort to breed that kind, a ma- 
jority of the greatest producers are 
dark. 


5. If there is any difference in the 
relative hardiness, it is in favor of 
the dark animals. 

6. If continued this color craze is 
bound to work injury to the breed. 

7. A large percentace (85%) of 
the breeders interviewed would use a 
dark bull at the head of their herds, 
if he was otherwise just what they 
wanted. 

8. An almost equal percentage be- 
lieve that dark bulls at the head of 





-he leading herds would soon counter- 
act the white craze. 

9. Of the sires in service in the 
herds of the breeders in question, 
61% are evenly colored or darker. 

10. Of the greatest sires these breed- 
ers have ever owned, 74.2% are even- 
ly marked or darker.

We think everyone of our 
Color Fad. readers will grasp the 

significance of this issue 
without reading a line. Some thirty 
illustrations, all dark in color and in- 
cluding the greatest sires and dams 
of the breed, certainly tell an im- 
pressive story. It means that this 
issue is a deadly blow aimed at the 
color fad. 

Six of the seven world’s champion 
butter producers are very dark and 
the seventh one is about evenly 
marked. 

The Holstein-Friesian cow is the 
scrub farmers’ cow because she has 
the rugged qualities which make her 
profitable on rough feed and ordinary 
care. Breeders should cater to the 
untutored farmer, developing the con- 
stitution and business qualities of the 
cow, for such qualities can be appre- 
ciated and appeal to the farmer, 
whose daily bread depends upon the 
amount of milk his cows give and not 
upon their color. Just so much as 
fadism and refinement become ideals 
in the minds of breeders, just so 
much are they checking the develop- 
ment of the desirable and necessary 
cualities of constitution and produc- 
tion and just so much are they pull- 
ing away from the type of cow de- 
manded by the average farmer, whose 
preference for the Holstein-Friesian 
has given her the merited name of 
the most popular dairy cow. 

Let us ont stand in the way of our 
own advancement. Every — breeder 
should. read Mr. Prescott’s article in 
this issue, which gives the opinion of 
many of the leading Holstein-Frie- 
sian men upon the color question and 
is most convincing. Now is the time 








to leave off following this will-o-the- 
wisp, the color fad. It leads to dan- 
ger.

COST OF MILK PRODUCTION 





By Prof. J. M. Trueman. 

The cost of producing milk varies 
in different states, and even in differ- 
ent parts of the same state. 

In Connecticut, we believe, in the 
first place, that money invested in 
the dairy business should draw inter- 
est, so we must determine as accu- 
rately as possible the amount in- 
vested. 

We found by keeping careful rec- 








ords that it costs at least $75 to raise 
a heifer from birth to the milking 
age. It costs about the same amount 
to buy a good cow, and we therefore 
allow $75 as the capital invested in 
each cow. The other item of: fixed 
capital is for barn room. We estj- 
mate that it will cost not less than 
$1,200 to build a bare stable for 20 
cows. This means $60 a cow. This 
added to the $75 invested in the ey 
gives us a total amount of $135. AL. 
lowing 5 per cent. interest on this 
amount gives us $6.75. 
Unfortunately the amount of money 
invested in the cow must be replaced 
on the average every four or five 
years. The cow gives out, and will 
not sell for as much as it cost to raise 
her. As a rule she will not sell for 
more than $25, and she cost $75. 
Here is $50 gone, and on the average, 
it is gone in less than five years. 


We found at the Connecticut Agri- 
cultural College that the cost of keep- 
ing up our herd w7s a little over $13 
a year a cow. We found that bed- 
ding cost us $5 a year a cow, and that 
it cost $3 a cow to keep a bull for a 
herd of 25 cows. Taxes on cow and 
barn amounted to $1.25 and insurance 
40 cents. Sundries, including light, 
medicine, veterinary bills, etc., cost 
$2.00. 

The two other large items are labor 
and feed. We found at the college 
that our yearly labor bill for each 
cow amounted to $33.60. A study of 
several other herds in Connecticut 
showed a labor cost of from $37 to

$40 a year a cow. To be on the safe 
side, that is, not to charge too much, 
we will allow an average of $30 a 
year. This seems high, but if you 
will consider the fact that the cow 
must be milked about 320 days every 
year and it cannot be done for less 
than 4 cents a day, you will see that 
milking alone accounts for nearly half 
of the $30. Besides this, the cow 


must be fed, the barn cleaned seta 





the cow cleaned off, the utensils 
washed, the milk cooled, and a large 
number of small chores attended to. 
All this takes time and means money, 
so that $30 is not too much to allow 
for labor. 

The cost.of feeding a cow is not 
difficult to obtain. Of course there is 
a great difference in the amount fed 
among dairymen. We find in Connec- 
ticut that a cow that will produce 
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| over 6,000 pounds of milk requires 
about the following amount of feed 


in one year:

This calls for a daily ration during 
the winter months, 220 days, as fol- 
lows: 35 pounds silage, 12 pounds hay, 
2 pounds wheat bran, 2 pounds corn- 
meal, 2 pounds gluten feed, 2 pounds 
cotton seed meal. 

The total cost of keeping a good 
cow well fed and cared for one year 
is, therefore, as follows:

The total amounts to practically 
$145. Of course cows can be kept 
for less money, but it is a well estab- 
lished fact in these days that it does 
not pay to keep poor cows, or to feed 
any cows poorly.

we reasonably expect to get from this 
cow in one year. 

She ought to give us 6,500 pounds 
of milk, or practically 3,000 quarts. 
The credit would stand as follows:

$133.00 

The total income is only $133 to off- 
set an expense of $145. Clearly 4 
cents a quart will not pay for produc- 
ing milk under these conditions. If 
we allow 4% cents a quart, the half 
cent will add $15 to the income, which 
will make the'total $148. This amount 
balances the account and leaves $3 
of net profit. We therefore consider 
that, under Connecticut conditions, we 
cannot afford to sell milk for less 
than 4% cents at the farmer’s dairy. 

When the expense account of $145 
has been paid, the dairyman may be 
considered to be doing a safe busi- 
ness. All his expenses have been paid 
and he has received interest on his 
investment, and wages for his work. 
Anything above $145 is net profit and’ 
should be credited to expert manage- 
ment. 

You should note, however, that in 
my items of expense I have allowed 
nothing for management of the busi- 
ness. The breeding up of a dairy 
herd to the point where it will pro- 
duce 6,500 pounds of milk a year a 
cow calls for a lot of thought, time 
and skill in selecting, breeding and 
caring for. animals, in buying and 





raising feeds, and in many other ac- 
tivities that are not represented by 
mere laborer’s wages. 

All things considered, the farmer 
living on medium or high priced land 
and subject to modern demands for 
clean milk production, canont afford 
to sell his milk for less than 5 cents 
a quart at his dairy house. — The 
Creamery and Milk Plant Monthly. 








WORK OF COUNTY AGRICUL- 
TURAL AGENTS 


By J. C. McDowell. 


John S. Collier, of K@hkakee, Illi- 
nois, has been at work in that county 
now for about six months and during 
this time has been of great assistance 
to the farmers in connection with the 
tile draining of land, the liming of 
land for alfalfa, and other legumes, 
the selection, curing, storing, and test- 
of seed corn, and through the work 
he has done toward the betterment of 
the country schools. 

Mr. M. L. Mosher of Clinton Coun- 
ty, Iowa, has carried on work similar 
to that which Mr. Collier is doing in 
Kankakee County, Illinois, and in ad- 
dition he has, through the help of 
specialists, been able to do consider- 
able toward the stamping out of hog 
cholera in Clinton County. 

M. J. Thompson, who has charge of 
our work in several counties in West- 
ern Michigan, has been able, through 
the assistance of intelligent farmers, 
to work out systems of farming well 
adapted to the sandy districts of that 
part of Michigan. Through the use 
of lime on the sandy and sandy-loam 
soils, Mr. Thompson has been able to 
demonstrate that these soils will pro- 
duce abundant crops of clover, alfal- 
fa, and dairy vetches. 

A. B. Ross, who has been at work 
in Bedford County, Pennsylvania, for
